The JuBtico held that,'according to 


international law, the treaty, by rea- 
son of Italy's coprse had not become 
void, but merely voidable at the opin- 
ion of the American government. The 
executive department-having waived 
Us right to annul the treaty, nothing 
remained for the court to do but to 
enforce Its decision. 


Charlton has been a prisoner in the 


Hudson county, Now Jersey, Jail near- 
ly three years, while the fight for his 
extradition has been going on.

Supreme court's decision affirms the 
action of former Secretary Knox, who 
determined to turn Charlton over to 
Italy. The prisoner now probably will 
be turned over to Italian authorities 
after the observance.of a few formal- 
ities.

TRAGEDY IS RECALLED 


Supreme Court Upholds the Constitu- 


tionality of Newspaper Publicity 
Law and Decides Publishers Must 
Submit Statements Semi-Annually. 


Washington, June 12.—The. TTnitefl 


State Supreme court decided that Por- 
ter Charlton must be returned 
to 


Italy to stand trial for the alleged 
slaying of his wife In June, 1910. at 
Lake Como. 
. 
. 
: v- 
Justice Lurton, who read-the opin- 


ion, gave most of his time to the main 
point in the case—whether, under the 
treaty of 1868,' an American citizen 
could be extradited to Italy for a 
crime committed there, particularly 
since Italy will not extradite its sub- 
jects for crimes here. 
The justice held that, according to 


International law, the treaty by rea- 
son of Italy's course had not become 
void, but merely voidable at the opin- 
ion of the American government. The 
executive department - having waived 
Its right to annul the treaty, nothing 
remained for the court to do but to 
enforce Its decision. 
Charlton has been a prisoner in tne 


Hudson county, New Jersey, jail near- 
ly three years, while the fight for his 
extradition has been going on. The 
Supreme court's decision affirms'the 
action of former Secretary Knox, who 
determined to turn Charlton over to 
Italy. The prisoner now probably will 
be turned over to Italian authorities 
after the observance of a few formal- 
ities. 
The killing of Mrs. Porter Charlton 


stirred Europe and America as have 
few murders of recent years. With 
the discovery of her body stuffed Into 
a trunk and sunk In Lake 
Como, 


where she had been with her husband 
to spend her honeymoon, both conti- 
nents turned to search, for the mur- 
derer. 
The Supreme court upheld the 
con- 


stitutionality of the newspaper pub- 
licity law enacted as a .part of the 
•postal appropriation act .of 1912. 
: The particular section attacked v/as 
to bar every newspaper and periodical 
from the mails unless the editors or 
owners filed with the postal authori- 
ties semi-annual 
sworn 
statements 


giving the names of the editors, 
own- 


ers, 
stockholders and 
bondholders, 


•and the average dally circulation and 
thereafter immediately published the 
statement. It also forbids, under 
pen- 


alty of a fine, the publication of paid- 
for articles, without making them "ad- 
vertisement." 


A bitter fight was made against the 


law on the ground that it abridged the 
freedom of the press by seeking to 
regulate the newspaper business. The 
government defended the act as a reg- 
ulation of the use of the second-class 
mail privileges. The latter view was 
upheld by the Supreme court. 


The Michigan law imposing, an ad 


valorem tax upon the property 
of 


corporations in excess of a certain 
amount was declared valid by the Su- 
preme court in a decision - in 
the 


suits brought by the Citizens' Tele- 
phone company and 
the 
Citizens' 


Telephone company of Jackson. The 
companies contended that the law 
discriminated against the larger con- 
cerns In favor of smaller ones, ex- 
empting those with gross receipts 
less than $500.

one of the momentous problems of 
the decade.

One was whether the

.and two-cent passenger laws had un- 
duly interfered with interstate com- 
merce. .'The'other was whether those 
laws confiscated the property of the 
railroads by requiring them to tran- 
sact business at a loss. 


The group consisted -of 45 cases. 


All arose out of legislation enacted by 
state legislature about 1907, or just 
after the 
federal ' government • -had 


passed the Hepburn rate law. The 45 
cases concerned directly the laws in 
six states—Missouri, Minnesota, Ken- 
tucky, Oregon, Arkansas 
and

Should Plan to Kill Grasshoppers. 


That farmers of upper Wisconsin 


are in danger of a grasEhopper plague 
this year, and should take immediate 
steps to kill the "hoppers" before they 
reach tlie' winged stage, is the state- 
ment of Prof. J. G. Sanders of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin college of agri- 
culture, who has returned from a trip 
to upped Door county. It has 
been 


estimated that 5,000 farmers in Door 
county alone have sutO.-ed a loss of 
tialf a million dollars from grasshop- 
pers during the last three years. 


While the rest of tbe state is not 


troubled to the same extent as is the 
northern section, 
grasshoppers 
are 


serious pests in nearly every county 
where there are large uncultivated 
areas, and farmers suffer a heavy crop 
loss every year. 


A cheap spray which can be pre- 


pared and applied at a cost of about 
30 cents per acre consists of one 
pound of sodium arsenate and 
two 


quarts of cheap molasses, dissolved in 
60 gallons- of water.- This should be 
applied' along roadsides, the edges of 
fields, and wherever the grasshoppers 
are ab-icdant.

A basebE.ll crowd is much like a 


mob Without a leader it is just noise 
and turmoil, 1'it with one recognized 
leader it can do much 
A few years 


ago a nuttb^r of Chicago men at- 
tempted to oa rry out a theory that the 
crowd needt-d leaders and the result 
was one of the most dangerous ex- 
periments ever attempted. The,White 
Sox rooters organized, a band of men 
far above average intelligence, who 
laid daily plans for inciting crowds 
and stirring up enthusiasm. 
The 


Board of Trade Rooters operated at 
both Chicago parks, being organized 
primarily to attack McGraw and the 
Giants. 
They wrote and circulated 


songs, InventPd ingenious methods of 
harassing a worthy foe, and to force 
undeserved victory upon the 
home 


teams. 
The idea 
spread 
rapidly. 


"Rooters' clubs" were organized 
in 


many cities and towns to help 
the 


home teams. For a few weeks it 
looked as ir the new movement would 
seriously endanger the national game. 
The crowds grew more and more vio- 
lent. 
Then, suddenly and 
without 


warning almost, the wildest efforts of

WASHINGTON OURINQ THE 


TARIFF DEBATE. 


NO PAIRING IS PERMITTED 


Congressional Campaign Committees 


to %* Reorganized So as to Aid 
In the Election of Senators as Well 
a* Representatives. 


By QEORQE CLINTON. 


Washington. — The fact that the 


Democrats DATS such a slight major- 
ity in to* senate has resulted In what 
may be called an order that no upper 
house members of the dominant party 
shall leave Washington during the tar- 
iff debate for any protracted period. 
1'he Democrats want to have their full 
strength on hand BO as not 
to be 


obliged to depend upon absentees 
"pairing" -with Republicans. 
Under 


certain conditions a pair can be bro- 
ken and tbls would be dangerous to a 
party In control by a small majority. 


Not 'long ago a commission was ap- 


pointed whose duty it was to be to go 
abroad to study certain agricultural 
conditions, and on this commission 
there were several senators. One ol 
them was exceedingly anxious to gq 
abroad and he made all his "pairing" 
arrangements, Then he went to see 
President Wilson, who told him he 
must stay in Washington and help out 
with the tariff during the considera- 
tion of amendments and that it would 
not be entirely satisfactory if he sim- 
ply made arrangements to return In 
time for the flnal vote 


Enlarged Duties for Committees. 
The Democratic congressional cam- 


paign committee ie to be reorganized, 
and hereafter there will be a larger 
representation of senators upon it, a 
fact which is accounted for by the con- 
stitutional change which will give the 
people the right to elect their senators 
direct. Hereafter 
the congressional 


campaign committee will be charged 
not only with the duty of trying to se- 
cure the election of members of the 
house, but with that of trying to elect 
United States senators. The Republi- 
cans also will increase their congres- 
sional campaign committee by the ad- 
dition of senat«»lal members, and their 
duties will be similar to those of the 
Democrats. 
The Progressives have 


not named a congressional campaign 
committee, but as soon as the organi- 
zation of their party is completed in 
all sections of the country this will be 
done. 


In connection with this matter of 


direct elections it might be said that 
President Wilson is believed to be in 
favor of a plan to do away with nomi- 
nating conventions and to 
substitute 


preferential primaries In the choosing 
of candidates for president and vice- 
president. 
It is also said that when 


this has been accomplished the presi- 
dent thinks it would be a" good plan to 
abolish the electoral college and to al- 
low the people to vote directly for 
their candidates. 


With the organization of the differ- 


ent political campaign committees and 
with knowledge that the Republican 
national committee is to meet before 
long to consider the question of a 
party convention, the real campaign 
mg work of the parties has begun. The 
Progressives are busy organizing in 
every county and every state in 
the 


Union, and it is assured that the cam- 
paign for the election of members of 
the house one year from next fall will 
be in full swing for certainly twelve 
months, an unusually long time. 


Lobbying Gets a Blow. 


Lqbbyt,sg Is still in evidence 
in 


Washington, notwithstanding the fact 
that 
President 
Wilson inveighed 


against It so bitterly in a public 
pronouncement 
some days ago. It 


can be said, however, that lobbying 
Is not so marked in its public manip- 
ulations as it was prior to the execu- 
tive protest. 


It is believed that next year a great 


many lobbyists who have haunted the 
capitol for years will be absent from 
the city. There are certain ones who 
are known as offensive lobbyists, and 
their faces are known to everybody in 
Washington, while their business is 
known to comparatively few outside of 
congress and the 
newspaper men 


It is probable that the protest of 


President Wilson will cause most of 
these lobbyists to clear out as soon as 
they finish up their present \\ork, 
which cannot be carried on with. Ihe 
same openness which was the case be- 
fore. 


Proper Lobby Also Exists. 


There is a proper lobby, as well as 


an improper lobby. The proper lobby 
is that which is composed of real rep- 
resentatives of real 
business 
who 


come to Washington to set forth the 
side of the case as a business which 
is to be affected. These men are lis- 
tened to patiently by committees and 
by new members, and their work un- 
questionably has its 
effect 
on leg-

mob. 
Without a leader it is just noise 


and turmoil, but with one recognized 
leader it can do much. A few years 
ago a numbor of Chicago men at- 
tempted to oa rry out a theory that the 
crowd needed leaders and the result 
was one of the most dangerous ex- 
periments ever attempted. The,.White 
Sox rooters organized, a band of men 
far above average intelligence, who 
laid daily plans for inciting . crowds 
and stirring 
up 
enthusiasm.

Board of Trade Rooters operated at 
both Chicago parks, being organized 
primarily tn attack McGraw and the 
Giants.

THK PARCEL POST. 


(Contributed) 


The parcel post system which went 


Into effect January 1, IS 13. is u bigger 
•uccMi than its strongest advocates 


Even the first month 


of th« service showed that approxi- 
mately 40,000,000 pieces of mail mat- 
ter had been handled and all without 
»ny ^erious delay or confusion. 


The new service has entailed a great 


deal of extra labor on the employees 
and particularly upon the letter car- 
riers. But the extra labor has been 
taken hold of with a will that insured 
Its success. 
By degrees this new ser- 


vice is being perfected-and it will not 
be long until all bulky and heavy mail 
matter will be delivered by mounted 
carriers, the handling of first class 
mail and dally papers by regular foot 
carriers and the collection and distri- 
bution of all parcel post matter by 
mounted men, will result in more fre- 
quent deliveries of the first class mail 
and a prompt delivery of all other mail 
matter. 


The restriction that places eleven 


pounds limit on the weight o£ parcels 
mailed will no doubt be raised in the 
near future, and then we can all bid 
a hearty good-bye 
to the express 


companies that have waxed fat on the 
public and paid little or no heed to 
those who of necessity had been forced 
for years to patronize them. 


No doubt before long we shall have 


renewals of the protests that the pai'- 
cel post is ruining the country town. 
It will coma from the same old sources 
that always sounded the alarm, sourc- 
es that had more relation to the ex- 
press companies than to the country 
merchants. 


After the parcel 
post 
system 
is 


thoroughly organized it will develop 
into the most Important factor m re- 
ducing the cost uf living by bringing 
the rural and city 
communities In 


closer contact and will be a boon to 
the public which will have the assur- 
ance that when a package is properly 
wrapped and postage paid and mailed, 
it will get to its destination in the 
shortest possible lime and 
will be 


promptly delivered without any addi- 
tional charge. 
Although the parcel 


post is grossly inadequate to the com- 
mercial, industrial and economic re 
quirements of the country, and falls 
far short of what the people demand, 
and of right ought and 
are 
bound 


soon to have, it will be an immense 
help to the business and agricultural 
interests, a great convenience to ev- 
erybody, and a means ot reducing the 
burdensome high cost of living. • 


It therefore behooves everybody to 


become thoroughly familiar with the 
rates, rules and limitations in order 
that, first, they may make the,best and 
the utmost use of its facilities in their 
trading, in both buying and selling; 
and 'second, they may understand 
wherein the system should be impiov- 
ed and extended, and thus make them- 
selves competent to help in the effort 
that will be made to obtain a bigger 
better and cheaper parcel post. 


It is confidently expected, as ex- 


pressed in Congress and 
elsewhere 


that the parcel post will do much tow- 
ard bringing producer and consumer 
into direct trade relations to the ad- 
vantage of both, and especially by en 
abling the farmers to establish a mai 
order trade, mailing their products di 
rect to consumers, eliminating excess- 
ive freight and express charges on 
small shipments and cutting out thf 
superfluous middlemen whose expen- 
ses and profits double the price of pro 
duce. 
, 


The parcel post will be immenselj 


helpful to numerous lines of trade and 
detrimental to none. It was intended 
and its effect will be not only to facili 
tate and stimulate business by mai 
order in various lines of trade already 
successfully conducted by that method 
but will also bring into the field o 
mail order business a vast army o 
producers of and 
dealers 
in 
good; 


heretofore excluded by the prohjbitiv 
limitations and high rates of the posta 
service and of the railroads and ex 
press companies. 
Great as it 


grown the mail order business is stil 
in its infancy. 
None can foresee th< 


limit of Us expansion under the in 
fluence of the parcel post and the im 
provements of the system and exten 
sions that are sure to come. 


It will directly benefit every sort o 


business that can use it and will in 
directly help such kinds of trade a 
can not use it by promoting genera 
prosperity and increasing the purchas 
ing power of the people in genera 
This is the grand and primary pur 
pose for which it is intended.

not attempt to discuss the consti- 


utional objections to such law, and 
he impracticability of enforcing it, if 
>assed muster by the courts', but give 
•ou the views of the farmers on this 
ubject. 


s, n"t far to stei\; tl>e f:ict is that the 
irice the farmers receive at present 
or theis steers do not warrant them in 
raising their calves. In other and more 
ntelligible words, at the present price 
f beef on the hoof to the farmers, il 


does not pay them to raise their calves, 
Hundreds of thousands, yes millions of 
calved are killed as soon as born, ant 
fed to the pigs. I raise my calves be- 
cause I am a greenhorn farmer. Prac- 
ical farmers either kill them at birth 
or veal 'em. 


Figure it out for yourself, Mr. Edi- 


tor. 
Take an ordinary male calf, raise 


iim and keep him 
until he is two 


years old. Say he will then weigh 
1,000 pounds. The farmer receives for 
such steer in Merrill about $40, on 
the average. 
In the two years this 


steer will have consumed two tons o) 
hay, worth 324, ane half ton of feed 
worth $12; 
pastures two summers 


worth $10; &kim milk, worth $5; care 
—labor—$5; total cost of steer to the 
farmer, $56. I submit to any itnelli- 
:ent farmer in Wisconsin or elsewhere 
that the figures as to the actual cos' 
of a two year old steer to the farmer 
s greater than the figures I have given 
—$56. When the farmer can get onlj 


for a steer that has cost him $56 


to produce, it is no wonder that h 
veals his calves or kills them and feeds 
them to tHe pigs. 


The farmers nowadays "figure" as 


well as the merchant or banker. 
other day I bemoaned to a neighbor 
the fact that I had to buy some haj 
this spring, I got as reply: 
"Wha 


difference does it make, if you had tht 
hay—raised it on your place—it would 
be worth on the market just what you 
are paying for the hay you buy," 


The practical farmer was right. I 


makes no difference, so far as the 
profitable conduct of the farm is con 
cerned whether a man buys what i; 
consumed on the place or raises it— 
the stuff raised has its commercia 
value.

In my humble opinion, Mr. Editor 


you will never see meat any cheape: 
than it is today, unless we should ge 
a dose of Democratic times, when la 
bor would lie reduced. 
You can no 


have low priced food, or things, and 
high priced iabor. Whether food pro 
duels or other things, the chief cost o 
any article is labor. Twenty-five year 
ago, good farm labor could be had fo 


a month, today that labor cost

The parcel post system which went 


into effect January 1, 1913, is a bigger 
success than its strongest advocates 
had hoped for. Even the first month 
of the soEvic.e,showed that approxi- 
mately 40,000,000 pieces of mail mat- 
ter had been handled and all without, 
any .serious,.delay or confusion. 


The.new.service has entailed a great 


deal of extra labor on the employees 
and particularly upon the letter car- 
riers. .But./the extra jlabor has been 
taken .hold of, with.a.will that Insured. 
Its success. 
By degrees thls'/new. ser- 


vice is being perfected-and it will'not 
be long.until alt bulky and heavy.maii: 
matter will be delivered by mounted, 
carriers,, the handling of- Hrst class 
mail and daily papers-by regular foot 
carriers .and the collection and distri- 
bution, of all parcel post ^matter by 
mounted men, will ,r.esiilt in more fre- 
quent deliveries of the first class mail 
and a prompt delivery of all other mall 
matter. 
• 


The restriction that places eleven- 


pounds limit on. the weight of parcels 
mailed:,will no doubt be raised in the 
near future, and then we can all bid 
a hearty good-bye 
to 
the 
express 


companies that have.waxed fat on the- 
public and paid little or no heed to 
those.who of, necessity, had been forced 
for years, to patronize them. 


No doubt before long we. shall have 


renewals of the protests thab the par- 
cel post is-ruining the country town. 
It will come from the same old sources 
that always sounded the alarm, sourc- 
es that had more relation to the ex- 
press companies than to the country 
merchants. 


After the.parcel 
post 
system 
is 


thoroughly organized it will develop 
into the most important .factor in re- 
ducing the.cost,of living by bringing 
the rural", and city -communities 
in 


closer contact and will be a boon to 
the public which will have the assur- 
ance that when a package Is properly 
wrapped and postage paid and mailed, 
it will get.to its destination in 
the 


shortest possible 
time and 
will 
be 


promptly delivered without any add!-, 
tlonal charge. 
Although the parcel 


post Is grossly Inadequate to the com- 
mercial, industrial and economic re- 
quirements of the country, and falls 
far short of what the people .demand, 
and of right ought and 
are 
bound 


soon to have, it will be an immense 
help to the business arid agricultural 
interests,. a great convenience ' to ev- 
erybody, and a means oC reducing the 
burdensome high cost of living. • 


It therefore, behooves everybody to 


become thoroughly familiar with the 
rates, rules and limitations in order 
that, first, they may make the, best and 
the utmost use of its facilities' in their 
trading, in both buying and selling; 
and 'second, they may understand 
wherein the system should be impiov- 
ed and extended, and thus make them- 
selves competent to help in the effort 
that will be made to obtain a bigger, 
better and cheaper parcel post. 


It Is confidently expected, as ex- 


pressed In Congress and elsewhere, 
that the parcel post will do much tow- 
ard bringing producer and consumer 
Into direct trade relations to the ad- 
vantage of both, and especially by en- 
abling the farmers to establish a mail 
order trade, mailing their products di- 
rect to consumers, eliminating excess- 
ive freight and express, charges on 
small -shipments and cutting out the 
superfluous middlemen whose expen- 
ses and profits double the price of pro- 
duce. 


The parcel post will be immensely 


helpful to numerous.lines of trade and 
detrimental to none. It was intended, 
and: 
Its.effect will be not only to facili- 


tate and stimulate business by mail 


no comparison with that of today, both 
in price and -wholesomeness. 
Of 


course,,if one figures automobiles,, en- 
tertainments, fast horses, etc., in;as to 
the cost of living, of course, there is 
hardly any limit to the cost.

The country trader, as also the 


farmer, are among the many classes of 
producers and dealers that no doubt 
will soon enter the mail order field and 
market, much, of ,their wares and pro- 
duce by the new parcel post. The law 
provides for C. O. D. shlprrients by 
parcel post, and this branch pf the 
service.will go into effect 
July 1st. 


There, are, of course, as may well'be 
expected, some defects, in the law, as 
for instance,.it would seem a hardship 
and an injustice to at once jump from 
the ounce rate to the pound rate at 
the limit of four ounces, and especial- 
ly for the longer distances. 


It was supposed and reasonably ex- 


pected that the parcel post law would 
lower all rates on fourth -class matter. 
But by this jump, packages of certain 
weights actually bear a-higher rate of 
postage now in all zones, except, of 
course, the first zone, than they did 
under the old law. The old law gave 
a rate of one cent an ounce up to four. 
pounds for any distance, so that a five 
ounce package would only cost five 
cents. But by parcel post a flve o.unce 
package, or one that weights even a 
fraction over four ounces wili cost in 
the second >zone six cents, third zone 
seven cents, fourth zone eight cents, 
fifth zone. nine cents, sixth zone ten 
cents, seventh zone eleven cents eighth 
zone twelve cents. Was this injustice 


is n'oi far to seei<; the fact is that, the 
price the farmers receive • at present 
for theis steers do not warrant them in 
raising their calves.

plague this year and should take Im- 
mediate steps to kill the "hoppers" 
before they reach'the breeding stage, 
la tho statement of Prof. Sanders of 
the University of Wisconsin college of, 
agriculture, who has returned from 
a trip to upper Door County.

quarts of oheap molasses, dissolved in 
cixty gallons of water.- This should 
be applied wherever the grasshoppers 
are abundant. The spray should be 
applied before the grasshoppers reach 
the winged stage."

"That the farmers of upper Wiscon- 


sin are in danger of a grasshopper 
plague this year and should take im- 
mediate steps to kill the "hoppers" 
before they reach the breeding stage, 
la the statement of Prof. Sanders of 
the University of Wisconsin college of 
agriculture, who has returned from 
a trip to upper Door County. 


"It has been estimated that 5,000 


farmers in Door county alone have 
suffered a loss of $500,000 from grass- 
hoppers during the last three years. 


"A cheap spray which can be pre- 


pared and applied at a cost of about 
20 cents per acre, consists of one poun 
pound of sodium arsenite and two 
quarts of cheap molasses, dissolved in 
clxty gallons of water. • This should 
be applied wherever the grasshoppers 
are abundant. 
The spray should be 


applied before the grasshoppers reach 
the winged stage;"
